Cattle For Sale Toronton, Nov. 28—Hon, Rob- 


ert Rogers, former minister of pu- 
blic works in the Borden Govern- 
ment, was given ‘a~—soan- 
quet in the Kind Edward Hotel 
here tonight, which was attended 
by about 700, presumably all old 
time conservatives. The motive 
of the banquet had been a question 
of more or less guess-work on the 
part-of newspapers on both sides 
of polities and supporters of the 
Union government, and the prom- 
oters were not known , to the pu- 
Slic. The motive was revealed to- 
night in a small hint from Mr. 
Rogerst himself, and in a straight 
declaration from Lieut-Colonel J. 
A. Currie, M. P. for North Simcoe 
and it proved to be the first step 
in the restoration of the Conserva- 
tive party as a party independent 
of the Union government. The or- 
ganizers of the banquet were not 
made known except that they were 
chiefly Toronto Conservatives, 
with Lieut Colonel Boyd Magee as 
the chairman of the ‘‘committec”’ 
having the matter in hand. Col- 
onel Magee was referred to in a 
complimentary manner by_ the 
chief guest. Colonel Currie was 
responsible for the statement that 
every constitueney in the province 
of Ontario was represented at the 
banquet.

vincial governments to come to 
any ent and their demands 
for new subsidies running into the 
millions annually the western nat- 
ural resources will continne.in the 
hands of the dominion. 

The cabinet has no alternative, 
although the absolute. deeision 
may not yet-have been  maile. 
When the conference opened the 
government made its proposals for 
handing over of the publie dom- 
ain. The proposal to turn over 
all lands and minerals, reserving 
only certain coal and oil areas to 
he used by the public owned rail- 
ways; the water power rights it 
was suggested, should be retained 
by the dominion as it was felt that 
they should be developed as a nat- 
ional asset, and the government 
was preparing to launch upon a 
policy. It was also proposed that] y 
the parks and the forest reserves 
should remain With the dominion. 
It was felt that the cost of admin- 
istration was large and the reven- 
ue small and the provinces would 
not be in a position to finance their 
administration. 

All of these proposals were ag- 
reed to by the western cabinet 
ministers. The government then 
pointed out that they desired this 
to be a final settlement of the 
whole question and did not want 
the problem to be left in sueh a 
position fhat it might be opened 
later. They urged therefore that 
the provinees should come to an 
agreement on any terms of trans- 
fer. If there was no agreement 
then a dissatisfied provinee could 
reopen the whole question. The 
western provinees first asked that 
in additoin to them being handed 
over public domain, they should 
be allowed to retain the present 
annual subsidy which was voted 
them in lieu of their lands. The 
conference was asked if this was 
satisfactory. The eastern provin- 
ces at once objected atid a separ- 
ate meeting of all the provincial 
representatives was held. The 
meeting failed absolutely to agree 
and the eastern provinces present- 
ed a proposal that if the western 
provinees were given a subsidy in 
lien of lands they should be paid 
a similar subsidy based on popul- 
ation. This would have amounted 
to five or seven million dollars, 
but they did not complete the pro- 
posals. The western provinces 
then countered with additional 
demands. By this time the three 
western provinces and the eastern 
provinees along. with British Col- 
‘umbia were so far apart that it 
was agreed to disagree, and the 
question was dropped, and the 


memorials and: various proposals 
left in the hands of the govern- 
ment. 


and with an utter failure of any 
agreement, the only outcome must 
be that the dominion will continue 
to own and administer the west- 
ern domains until-the demands for 
additional subsidies can be either 
modified: or agreed upon. The 
land settlement policy of the dom- 
inion, which provides for cooper- 
ation ih, expropriation and settle- 
ment of wild land held by corpor- 
ations’ and speculators was heart- 
ily approved at the conference and 
likely every province will introdu- 
ce necessary legislation to carry 
into effect the proposals this com- 
ing year. 

The soldier settlement iipouals 
were also approved in a general 
way, although some suggestions 
were made. The conference dis- 
cussed the question of aid for 
technical education. Edueation is 
defined by the British North Am- 
erica act as a provincial matter 
and there has been objection in 
the past from some of the provin- 
ees to the federal government, 
launching a technical education 
policy. The provinces made it 
clear that they did not propose to 
give up their rights but no objec- 
tion was raised to federal aid to 
provineial institutions. 

Such a policy will likely be ad- 
opted this coming session; pro- 
vinees will also, as a result of yes- 
terday’s discussion, be willing to 
cooperate with the dominion in a 
policy for the construction of 
highways. <A bill for this purpose 
was twiee introduced by Hon. 
Franck Cochrane only to be rejec- 
ted by the senate. Legislation will 
likely be again introdueed.-FORD
